Except  as 
otherwise  expressly  provided  by  this  section,  the  fee  for  the 
furnishing  under  section  10  of  chapter  66  of  the  General  Laws 
by  any  board  or  officer  of  the  city  a  copy  of  a  public  record 
in  his  or  its  custody  shall  be  2 5jz5  for  each  page  or  part  thereof, 
not  exceeding  nine  inches  by  fourteen  inches,  except  that  the  fee 
for  furnishing  copies  of  plans  and  of  records  larger  than 
nine  inches  by  fourteen  inches  shall  be  $1.00  for  each  sheet, 
page,  or  part  thereof. 

SECTION  2.  Anything  contained  in  section  3  of  chapter  1 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary  notwith¬ 
standing,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the
